A Correspondent writes :—After the tre- 
mendaus amount of- damage dong by tho 
recent typhoon in Hongkong and its neigh- 
bourliend; it was not iwithout interest that 
I was enabled:ta compare the effets of tho 
historic busricang.;as. they appé.red in the. 
country to the. west of Macao, through 
which I travélled’a fow days aso. In a 
word these effects wore nob te be com- 
pared fo what wo saw’ in’ Hongkong. 
When the proplo were questioned’ the 
reply always wis that there had been, 
indeed, a very grent storm, and that 
they. had not seen one so furious for a 
long time. . When, however, the resulta 
wore examined, it was abundantly clear 
that tithing like the free of wind re- 
gistered here could have been encountered 
in this part of the P#otince. It is true 
that there wero many. small branches of 
trees wrenched off, or partially so, and as 
I went along theso were hanging about 
on all sides. On tho’ other haud no 
large branches were torn ' froni. their 
trapks, and I do not think that I saw 
one treo torn up by -the roots, On the 
other hand there were pieces of walls 
that had boon blown down here and there 
which showed that tho force of the wind 
was'considerable. One long picco oF wall 
recently erected in donnection with one of
